deale vprightly and fully; neither preſenting, nor ſparing to 
en any, contrary to truth: hauing in this action God be- 
ore your eyes with an earneſt zeale to maintaine truth, and 


to ſuppreſſe vice. So helpe you God, and the holy Contents 


of this boobe.

Nprimis,Thether doth your Miniſter diſtinctly and re-

2 kJ Fridayes, and the Ecues of cuerp Sunday and Yolt- 
dap, at fit aud vſuall tvs; And doth pour Miniſter 
duly obſerue the D;oere, Rites, and Cercnonics, p2eſcribed in the 
laid Booke of Tommon zater, as well in reading publike pꝛapers 
and the Letanp, as alſo in adminiſtring the Sacraineuts, ſolemusza⸗ 
tion of Patrimony, U iſiting the ſicke, Burping the dead, Church eng 
of women, and all other like Rites and Offices of the Church, in ſuch 
manner and fo2ine as in the Bocke of Common Pꝛaper he is en- 
topned% And doth he reade the Booke of the laſt Canons once peer lp 
and weare a Surplice accoꝛding to the ſaid Canons?
